Election Riots in England.

Election riote took place at Grimbsy,
England, on Wednesday night. A mob
of 6,000 wrecked the hotel where Mr.
Watkine, who was recently elected to
Parlinment, stayed, and tried to burn it,
Three persons were injured. Troops
were sent to the scene from Sheflield.—

Trains Stopped in Luzerne County,

A mail train bound north on the Le.
high Valley Railvoad, due at Wilkes.
barre at 2 o'clock P, M,, Wednesday, was
detained three-quarters of an hour by a
crowd of 7000 persons at the depot, The
strikers uncoupled the passenger coaches
and threw the coupling bolts in the canal.
The bolts were replaced and United
States detective officers stationed on the
platform to wateh them. Thetrain was
bawcked below the depot, and under a full
head of steam shot past the strikers,
Some of them attempted to board the
train, but failed,

At noon n local train for Pittston was
boarded by the strikers, the engine cut
looge and run into the round house, and
the fire pulled. A large orowd of per-
sons assembled, but there was no inter-
ference with the strikers.

A erowd of six or seven thousand peo-
ple nssembled at the Lehigh Valley depot
to see the mall traln south comein at
$:45 o'clock Wednesday afternoon, The
strikers were out in foree, A constable
and United Btates detective standing on
the platform next to the engine were
stoned, Master Mechanic Drumbeller
was running the engine and the strikers
stoned him until he had to get off, As
he did #o he was struck in the face with
a stone. The strikers chieered, mounted
the engine, eut it loose and ran it to Bu.
gar Noteh,

John Keitier, the constable, was selzed
by the mob and roughly handled. They
were going to duck him in the eanal,and
would have killed him but for the inter-
ference of friends., He was taken to the
station.hodse for protection. The mob
followed him through the gtreets hooting
and yelling. A large number of pussen.
gers were compelled to 'ay over.

The strikers kept the engine tnken
from the trals and ran it vp and down

the road blowing the whistle and cheer-
ing. The miners and rullrond men co-
alesoed und trouble was feared,

The fizs! passenger traln from the east

arvived at Wasolton Wednesday morning
from Mauoh Chunk, thereby breaking
the blockade, and returned on sehedule
time with sasdls and pasgengers for New
York and Philadelphia, Another traln
artlved lnterin the doy with twelve mall
pouches anda full complement of pas.
sengers, Toth of these traing were run
by crews belanging to the mnain line, ns
the men of the Hazelton byanch are still
out, The pay enr arrived aboul noon
and the men were pald off. Up to four
o'clotk Wednesday afternoon none of
the strikers had asked to be reinstated,
Al the morning tenin was on its way
back to Mauch Chunk [t was stopped
about fAive miles below Hazelton by o tle
that had been lald norogs the ralls, The
obstruction was nlaced nt o curve of the
road, but the engineer was able to stop
the train in time to  avold s disaster, al-
though the engine struck the tle before

the train could be brought to & halt.

Riot at Saranton.

At Beranton Wednesday morning
about 6000 men, armed with elubs and
revolvers, foreed all employes of the
Lehigh Iron and Conl Company who
b returned to work afler a brlef strike
to desist.  They then proceeded {o the
ear shops of the Delnwaire, Lackawannn
and Western Rallrond Company, drove
the men from: their posts nod threatened
to destroy the ear shops’ office, Not
satisfied with this they violently nssault-
ed several of the employes, both in the
shop and office, and many of them
sustained painful though not serfous
wounds,

Mayor MeKune hagtened to the scene
and at the same time sent to a volunteer
orgunization of young men which hnd
Lieen gunrding the extensive stores of
the L. I, and €, Co, for about n week
past, The Mayor's arrlval at the scene
of the melee wans the slgnal forn general
attack upon himand but for the interpo-
sition of Father Dunn,a Cathollo priest,
he would probably have been killed.
He eseaped, however, with a double
fracture of the jaw,

Meanwhile some forty or fifty of the
volunteers marched down Lackawanna
avenue to Washington, where they
were met by the rioters; and after a brief
assault with the olubs and stones fired
into the crowd, killing four men, The
hoodlums, and In fact everybody were
dispersed, and as they ran, several fell
seriously wounded. The company re-
turned to their quartersunmolested. All
places of business were closed by order
of the Mayor, nnd cltizens jolned the
volunteers In large numbers, Troops
were sent for and were expected on
Thursday,when fresh trouble was feared.
Meanwhile the streets were cleared by

the pollce and volunteers,

Office Department
and Dead Letter Office.

WasmixarTon, D, €., August 1st, 1877,

The first building erscted for the accom-
modation of the United Btates Post Office
and Dead Lotter Offics, and which was also
used for the Patent Office, was destroyed
by fire in 1886, The present building was
built in 1855, The style of architecture is
# modified Corinthian, and the material of
which it is constructed is New York and
Maryland marble, The lower story of the
North front is occupled by the Washing-
ton City Post Office, and tho rest of the
building is divided into rooms suitable for
the Department, which is of no special in-
terest to visitors excepting the Dead Let-

ter Office, ve {8 more business done
in this Department than most people hiave
aoy idea of. Some parts of it are the most

tiresome and others the most interesting of
any QGovernment business 1 have seen
transacted, Men sit there, where they
have grown old and -headed, whose
sols employment cons in ecatting open
the ends of envelopes and packages, At
one table the contpnts of lettors are exam-
fved and given over to the various Depurt-
ments i the office. d"l'huem a::uini;g
money to the money + those in-
olosing photographs to the table assigned

Arblcles thut
are curions or wonderful or In suy way par-
tioularly interesting are plnoed in what in
tarmed the ** Dead Lettor OfMoe Museum, "’
kopt in a small room adjoining the Dend
Lotier Offloe. Huch othors things ne are of
any value are sold at suction at stated in-
torvals, onee in 2 or 8 years, perbaps, and
the rest, useloss and valueoless, are burned,
after belng allowed to remain a reasonable
time to bo elalmed, The monoy comin
from theso auction sales with that recoiv
in lotters, the writors of which cannot be
known, is used by the Government.

The Museum is of course moro interost-
ing to visitors than any othor part of the
Poso  Offies Department. Al sorts of
mailable objeots are thers, nnd many that
ons would supposs m:mnlilh!n. sichns »n
vinl of gunpowder, and severnl snakes of
different kinds, which wero sent sud ro.
ceived hero alive, The articlos are arrang-
od on shelves, whioh extend over three
sides of the room, and are protected by
glasa doors, The serpents are now dispos-
ed of in glass jars of aleobol, but were
sent in tin cans, sealed up tightly, snd per-
furnted to admit the air. In one of these
jarsin n Inrszo ruttle.snnke, which was alive
and in good condition when it came to
hand., We'onn but pity the person who
was suoh a great loser—the one for whom
